Rice Crop May 
Hit New Record 


Little Rock, Sept. 11 — (/P) 


kansas' bumper rice crop may hit 
a new record this year. 


The Department of Agriculture, 


in its general crop estimate, pre- 
dicted the state rice yeild at 
17,- 


331.000 bushels. 


The report, released 
yesterday, 


forecast a corn crop of 34,BK(),000 
bushels and 
4,810,000 
bushels of 
soybeans. 


Miles McPeek, agricultural stat- 


istician for the department's crop 
reporting service here, said the es- 
timated yield per acre of 47 bush- 
els of rice is about average.

sought a temporary order and also 
asked the court for the right of 
ihe employers to appeal from any 
adverse decision of thc district of- 
fice, was heard by Judge Dexter 
Bush silting at Tcxarkana today. 


Judge Bush set October 4 as the 


dale of a hearing in Hope to deter- 
mine whether the temporary order 
shall be made permanent; and the 
case will be heard on its merits 
at that time. 


The six firms, represented 
by

and James H. Pilkinton as allor- 
ney, alleged that the wholly-com- 
pany - supported 
unemployment 


compensation reserve funds, were 
unduly drawn

FIFTY-SIXTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SEN-

KANSAS AND BY THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES, A MA- 
JORITY OF ALL THE MEM-

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 
posed as an amendment to llv 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors o* the Stale for an 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amendment 
the same shall become a par! of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wit: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


to the Constitution of the State ot 
Arkansas is hereby amended tc 
read as follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax of one dollar, 
to be assessed on every mal" in- 
habitant of. this State over the ago 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vote of the qualified electors 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
lor the maintenance of schools, the 
erection arid equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty (60) days in advance of the 
annual school election a propose;! 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide for the foregoing 
purposes, together with a rate oj 
lax lew sutiicient. lo provide the 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for (he 
retirement of indebtedness.
